WARM SESSION HELD

Heyburn Makes Bitter ‘Attack on
Administration.

IS HISSED BY IRRIGATIONISTS

Idaho's Senator Tells Congressman Reed-
er to Keep His Ideas to Himself—
Calls Audience “Geese" for
Hissing.

BOISE, Sept, 4—The policy of with-
drawing vast areas of the public do-
main from entry under the land Iaws
in order to create forest reserves and
conserve water supplies for the purpose
of irrigation, which has been vigorously
opposed by influentinl interests in the
West, had its defenders and its oppo-
nents at tonight’s session of the Nation-
al Irrigation Congress. The debate was
marked by a bitter attack on the na-
tional administration by United States
Senator Hevburn and a vitriolie ex-
change between Hevburn and Congress-
man Reeder of Kansas. At another stage
of the debate, Hevburn was persistently
hissed by the audience, and to obtain a
hearing was forced to declare hic in.
tention to finish his remarks., The as-
semblage was disorderly and the chair-
and the chairman was compelled to eall
for order, »

Pinchot Upholds Roosevelt,

Chief Forester Gifford Pinchot in an
address stated that Roosevelt’s poliey
put public land to the best uses possible,
He mentioned the difficulties to be met,
the demnnds on one side that the stock-
men be kept off reserves and the de-
man of the other stockmen to have free
access to them.
